RED CLOUD NATIONAL BANK CLOSED. 


Examiner McKnight Orders the Suspension 
—Rusiness Troubles Elsewhere. 

Rep Croup, Neb., June 27,—[Special.]— 
The Red Cloud National Bank was closed this 
morning by order of J. M. McKnight, Na- 
tional Bank Examiner, who at once took 
charge of the affairs of the institution. The 
bank changed hands a few days ago and was 
supposed to be on a strong financial basis. 
About a month ago the First National Bank 
failed and is now in the hands of a receiver. 
This undoubtedly had much to do with the 
failure today, as numerous depositors with- 
drew their money from all local banks when 
the First National failed. The Red Cloud bank 
was sold recently to an Eastern firm andit ad- 
vertised a capital of $75,000. J. M. Sherwood, 
President of the institution, is one of the best 
known financiers in the State. He was always 
regarded asa man of wealth. The cause of 
the suspension is shrouded in mystery, but the 
great demand of paper is given as the primary 
trouble. Heroic efforts were made to save the 
institution. Three days ago the report was 
circulated that the bank was ruined, but the 
officials indignantly denied it. Many were 
permitted to withdraw their funds and busi- 
ness was transacted as usual. Nothing is 
known of the institution’s condition. The 
President has given his private pledge that no 
depositors shall lose a dollar. The attention 
of the National Bank Examiner was called to 
the condition of the bank some time since, 
and it is said that it has been under Federal 
supervision since then, though not publicly. 
It is alleged that the bank will continue busi- 
ness after harvest. 

Wasuineton, D. C., June 27.—Mr. Lacey, 
Controller of the Currency, says that the 
Florence National Bank of Florence, Ala., 
will be placed in charge of a receiver as soon 
as a proper election can be made. 

Hula, Mont., June 27.—[Special.]— 
Rainsdell Bros., general merchandise, doing 
business at Egan, Demerville, and Tobacco 
Plains, in Missoula County, were closed today 
by the filing of attachments aggregating $30,- 
000. The Missoula Mercantile company is the 
heaviest creditor. The balance is distributed 
among wholesale merchants in St. Paul and 
Chicago. The firm claims to have assets 
amounting to twice all liabilities. 


FOUND A BATCH OF BARDSLEY’S MONEY. 


Over $30,000 in the Shape of a Duebill 
Claimed by Philadelphia. 

PRTLADETTRIA, Pa., June 27.—In the course 
of the investigation of the afiairs of ex-City 
Treasurer Bardsley, in connection with Glen- 
denning & Co., the Law Department learned 
that the bankers, who were depositors in the 
Fourth Street National Bank, had, May 23, 
received a clearing-house duebill from that in- 
stitution for $30,357.58. About ten days ago 
it was presented by the runner of the City 
Trust company, who asked that the duebill be 
made payable to their order instead of Glen- 
deuning & Co. 

From the officials of the Trust company it 
was learned that a female relative of Mr. 
Bardsley called at the Trust company's build- 
ing and told one of the officers of the com- 
pany that the due bill was the property of Mr. 
Bardsley; that it was his own money and not 
public money, and she desired to have it 
transferred in this way to the Trust company. 
These facts, having been worked out by the 
city law department, were put into shape and 
a bill was filed today in the Court of Common 
Pleas No. 1 in equity in relation to the mat- 
ter. The injunction asks that the Fourth 
Street Bank be restrained from paying the 
due bill and that Glendenning & Co. be com- 

pelled to explain the transactions which led to 
Bardsley getting the due bill. 

Judge Finletter of the Court of Common 
Pieas, No. 3, today handed down the decision 
_of the court dissolving the preliminary injunc- 
tion which had been granted upon theapplica- 
tion of the city restraining the sale ot the 
Bradford mills property under the ‘judgment 
for $172,681, confessed by John ‘Bardsley’s 
Bradford mills to City Treasurer John Bards- 
ley’s sureties, John and James Dobson. The 
court also refused the city’s prayer for a re 
ceiver. “The bill,“ said Judge Gordon, 18 
not dismissed, but ‘will pass. through the * 
and be heard according to the usual routine of 
such cases. The full court will make another 
decision when the case comes up for trial.”’

BEHEADED HIS VICTIMS. 


HORRIBLE ATROCITIES PRACTICED 
BY BALMACEDA IN CHILE. 


Prominent Citizens Thrown into Dungeons 
and Tortured to Death—None of the 
Rebel Soldiers Are Captured—They Are 
Shot to Obviate the Necessity of Feeding 
Them—Bodies of Victims Cast Back into 
Prison as an Example to Those Left 
Alive, 

New Yorx, June 27.—[{Special.]—Sefior 
José Gonzales, who came here from Chile with 
Senor Pedro Montt, tells additional horrors of 
the revolution. ~ 

Balmaceda is practicing cruelties unheard 


of in the history of Chile,” said Sefior Gon- 


zales. A friend of mine who was a promi- 
nent citizen of Concepcion—Sefior Zerrano— 
and his son were put in prison because they 
refused to obey the dictates of the tyrant. 
Imprisonment failed to break their spirit, so 
Balmaceda had the father taken into the jail 
yard and mercilessly tortured. He was brut- 
ally flogged by the soldiers and rendered help- 
less for life. This horrid cruelty was pur- 
posely practiced within earshot of the son, 
who was afterward subjected to the same 
treatment before the gaze of his father, now 
fast dying from loss of blood and his suffer- 
ings. Neither of them survived the horrors 
of the torture. 

** Another of Balmaceda’s atrocities came to 
light by a mere accident. Since the begin- 
ning of the hostilities several well-known citi- 
zens of Santiago have. mysteriously disap- 


peared. In some cases they have left their 


residences to be gone an hour or two and have 
never more been heard of. The fate of two 
of them was, however, discovered before I 
left Santiago. Three bodies were taken one 
Sunday to the principal cemetery for burial. 
The burial permits being irregular the ceme- 
tery authorities would not admit them. The 
bearers went back to the town .to get the 
necessary changes made in the permits. 
While they were gone the men in charge of 
the cemetery, suspecting that something was 
wrong, opened the coffins and discovered that 
all the bodies were headless. Of course this 
created great excitement, and the news spread 
rapidly throughout the town. Examination 
of the headless corpses showed from marks on 
the bodies that two of them were prominent 
residents of Santiago. The third was never 
identified, It was afterward learned that 
these men had been arrested and executed by 
order of Balmaceda.”’ 


Would Not Take Prisoners. 


Sefior Gonzales said that in all the fights 
that had taken place in the Province of Tara- 
paca Balmaceda had not taken a single 
prisoner. His orders to his officers were to 
shoot all prisoners as fast as taken, as they 
had no time to bother with them nor food to 
give them. On the other hand, the constitu- 
tioral party had taken a great many prisoners 
of war, and they filled the steam transport 
Amazon with wounded men and sent them 
down the coast of Caldera, a five days’ jour- 
ney. 
fused to receive them—their own men who 
had been fighting for Balmaceda’s cause. This 
steamer load of poor wounded soldiers had to 
be taken all the way back to Iquique, another 
five days’ journey. There they were taken 
ashore and cared for by the residents of the 
town. Many of them died because of the long 
sea trip, where they were crowded together 
without proper care and attention. 

In Pisagua some laborers who had been on 
a spree went through thé streets hurrahing for 
the revolutionists. They were at once ar- 
rested by Balmaceda’s soldiers and thrown into 
prison. Every night for a week two of these 
laborers were taken out and shot and their 
bodies thrown back into the room occupied by 
their comredes, who were told that such was to 
be the fate of two of their number each night. 
In Santiago Balmaceda had thrown open the 
prison doors in order to make use of the con- 
victs to carry out his projects. When the 
ships of the revolutionists were lying at Cal- 
dera in apparent safety, which was guaran- 
teed by au armistice with Balmaceda, the 
cruisers Lynch and Condell suddenly appeared 
and without warning 6pened fire upon them, 
with the disastrous result already known. 

Sefior Pedro Montt, one of the representa- 
tives of the Congressional party who recently 
arrived in the City of Para, said that the story 
of Balmaceda’s cruelties was by no means 
equal to the actual truth. The whole of Chile 
was distressed as a result of the cruel war. 
All classes, whether in the city or country, 
were losing their property. He had no doubt 
of the ultimate success of the revolutionists, 
as the people of Chile were almost unanimous- 
ly with them. Sefior Montt did not care to 
talk for publication at present. He preferred 
to state his case later on and let the American 
people judge as to which was the just cause, 

The Fight at Iquique. 

William Schielle, a prominent merchant of 
Iquique and one of the party that came here 
on the City of Para, gave a graphic account of 
the bombardment and destruction of a part of 
Iquique. Schielle has lived in Chile for the 
last fifteen years and is nuw on his way to 
England. He was in Iquique during the battie 
there and tells this story of it: 

The fight began at half-past 5 o’clock in 
the morning. We had been expecting that the 


troops of Balmaceda would attempt to sack 


the city and had made what preparations 
for defense we could. Nearly all the English 
residents had left the city with their families. 
Many of the citizens “were gathered in 
force on the roof of the dustom-house which 
is near the main plaza and at the quar- 
tel or prison. Col. Soto, in command of 
the Balmaceda troops, came galloping through 
the streets in advance of his men. When he 


was opposite the quartel and found it in pos- 


session of a body of armed citizens he 
wheeled his horse and shouted to his soldiers: 
A la plaza, muchachos (to the plaza, boys). 
The troops started on a run for the main 
square. I was standing on a corner opposite 
the custom-house at this time. As the troops 
entered the square a man on the roof of one 
of the houses fired two shots from his revolver 
at them. They returned the fire and the fight 
began in earnest. The troops at once at- 
tacked the custom-house and prison. A small 
detachment of them went through the streets 
shooting at bodies of citizens who were hasten- 
ing to the assistance of the men at the custom- 
house. 

As soon as the firmg began I went to. my 
house to look after my family. The fighting 
continued until 4 o’clock in the afternoon. 
The warships of the revolutionists that were 
stationed in the harbor, the Blanco, Encalada, 
Magellanes, Esmeralda, and the Abtao, were 
throwing their bhells into the city, endeavor- 
ing to dislodge Balmaceda’s force, which occu- 
pied the main plaza. As this place was the 
objective point of the shells from the war- 
vessels, all houses in the vicinity suffered toa 
greater or less extent. My own house, which 
is near the plaza, was struck five times. My 
wife had just removed the baby from the 
cradle in one of the rooms when a shell came 
through the wall and exploded, entirely 
wrecking that portion of the house. When the 
firing had nearly ceased I sent one ‘of my 
servants with coffee to the custom-house. A 
shell exploded in front of him as he went, 
blowing him to eternity. At this juncture, a 
fire was in the block adjoin- 
ing the custom-house, with the purpose 
of smoking out the revolutionists who were 
centered in that building and on the roof. 
The fire was extinguished, but Balmaceda’s 
soldiers drove the firemen off and started in 
again, when it kept burning until nine blocks, 
on which were the most valuable buildings in 
Iquique, were destroyed, While the fire was

Balmaceda Played False. 

Another arrival on the steamer with Senor 
Montt was an eye witness of many of the 
scenes of the revolution. He said that the 
meeting of the commissioners of the revo- 
lutionist party and Balmaceda and his 
cabinet for the purpose of adjusting the 
troubles was purposely broken up by Balma- 


oeda himself. The foreign ministers in Santi- 


ago had guaranteed — of the commis- 
sioners of the révolu during the con- 
ference, The com oners were Senor 
Alamarin, Carlos W Martinez, Pedro 
Montt, who is now in New York; Gregorio 
Donoso, and Belisario Ex The commis- 
sioners were in session for two days. Then 
came the news of the loss of the 
Blanco. Balmaceda at once concluded 
that revolutionista having been de- 
feated, would give in to his demands 
and therefore a conference was unnecessary. 
In order to break up the conference and fur- 
nish an excuse for the teking away of the safe 
conduct of the revolutionists’ commissioners 
Balmaceda caused bombs to be thrown into 
the meeting-rooms and also at members of 
his cabinet while they were walking along the 
street between lines of his own soldiers. This 
bomb-throwing, which Balmaceda accused 
the commissioners of instigating, was after- 
ward proved to have been done by his own 
soldiers at his command. He demanded that 
the five commussioners be surrendered to him 
to be punished for their alleged treachery as 
he saw fit, but the foreign Ministers refused 
point blank to accede to his request and ex- 
tended their protection to the commissioners 
as promised, They were accordingly returned 
in safety to their friends.

SUSTAINING TAE REPORTS, 


Minister Egan and the Officers of the Navy 
Tell Similar Stories. 
» Wasurnctoy, D. C., June 27.—[Special. |— 
Stories about President Balmaceda’s cruelty 
to prisoners are not new in Washington and 
are pretty generally believed, yet the specific 
instances cited are few. A gentleman famil- 
iar with Sefior Montt and his associates 
stated tonight that they were not responsible 
for these stories of mdividual suffering, but 
the steamer on which they came brought 
Chilean and Peruvian papers, which were filled 


with instances of Baimaceda’s alleged cruelty. 


The recital of the brutal crushing of a man’s 
hands because he said they would be used to 
uphold the Congressional or insurgent party 
was published in a Peruvian paper. Some of 
the outrages on prisoners was due to the 
police. Minister Egan’s reports to the State 
Department have spoken of the severe meas- 
ures taken by the Balmaceda Government 
and the reports to the Navy Department from 
its officers have been in a similar vein. But 
all these statements have of a general 
character. The South Americans here are in- 
clined to believe the stories, for they say Bal- 
maceda is an absolute dictator, responsible to 
no one, and the savagery of the Chilean char- 
acter forbids the supposition that he would be 
restrained in revenging himself on the insur- 
gents unfortunate enough to fall. into his 
power,

United States. Their position as representa- 
tives of what is rightly or wrongly regarded 
in this country as an insurgent party makes 
ecessary extreme delicacy and the exercise 
tact in their efforts to establish 
éommunication with the officers of 
this government. It is therefore probable 
that their first overtures will be made only 
after unofficial means have been taken to lead 
up to their object and make clear the justice 
of their contention that the so-called insurgent 
party should be accorded the rights of bel- 
ligerents in the United States. The principal 
advantage expected to aecrue from such 
recognition is rather of a negative character, 
as it would not involve allowance of the right 
of the Congressional party to buy arms and 
recruit men in the United States, but would 
prevent the Balmaceda government from ex- 
cising this right, as it may now, and would 
thus place both factions on an equality.

MISTOOK THE POLICEMEN FOR BURGLARS. 


Four San Francisco Officers Roughly Han- 
died While Trying to Make an Arrest. 
San Franorsoco, Cal., June 27.—Police Of- 

ficer Knott attempted to arrest Thomas Gold- 
ing Jr., an employé of the Hydrophic Office, at 
the house of his parents in this city late last 
night on a charge of horse-stealing. Golding 
Sr. repelled the officer with a cutlass, and when 
the latter was reinforced by Officers Brown, 
Gould, and Magee, Golding was assisted by 
his wife and son. A number of shots were 
fired, and when the Goldings were finally ar- 
rested and taken to jail it was found that 
Golding Sr. had a bullet wound in his back 
that will probably prove fatal. Officer Brown 
was shot in the right thigh, Officer Magee had 
his right cheek split open by a blow from the 
cutlass, Golding Jr. had several severe scalp 
wounds, and Officer Knott had a wound across 
his forehead made by a bullet. 

The Goldings claim the shots were all fired 
by the policemen after having been thrown 
from the porch, and also claim to have mis- 
taken the police for burglars. This was also 
the view taken bya citizen named B. C. Mann, 
who attempted to arrest one of the police and 
was knocked senseless. 

The warrant for young Golding’s arrest 
grew out of a horse trade, he refusing to re- 
turn a horse for which he gave a watch in 
trade. Mrs. Golding and her son appeared in 
court this morning to answer to a charge of 
assault with attempt to murder prepared by 
Officer Knott. Golding Sr. was unable to ap- 
pear owing to his wound, and the cases were 
continued until Friday next, with bail fixed at 
$1,500.

“We have offered to furnish the 
City of Chicago gasin mains to be laid, for 
any purpose, atthe same price. Mr. Smith 
is at Pittsburg, from which point he writes us 
to send on a representative to close another 
contract. Wecan furnish gas cheaper than 
the natural gas companies of Pennsylvania. 
We produce the illuminating gas by increas- 
ing the quantity of oil mixed with it.

AN AMUSING CASE ‘TRIED BEFORE A 
PARISIAN TRIBUNAL, 


Capt. Charineal Seeks to Have His Guilty 
Wie and Her Companion Punished and 

. Is Met by the Counter Charge That He 
Encouraged Improper Conduct on the 
Part of His Once Dutifal Spouse—Per-

‘Lonpon, June 27.—An amusing story of that 
nature which invariably forms the ground- 
work of a Palais Royal farce was related 
Tuesday in the Eighth Police Court at Paris, 
a tribunal which has jurisdiction over 
those cases in which the injured 
husband seeks to punish his. erring 
wife and her accomplice. The subject is 
sufficiently new in its details and amusing 
enough in many ways to have been evolved 
from the brain of a recognized farce writer. 
The facts as they come out in evidence are as 
follows: 

Capt. .Charineal, an officer stationed in 
Paris, married a few years ago a young lady 
of varied charins, who, in addition to bring- 
ing him a dowry of 100,000 francs, ren- 
dered him perfectly happy by reason of her 
loving nature.

Philadelphia's Washington Monument. 

Among the sculptures which attract particu- 
lar attention at the Berlin International Art 
Exhibition is a colossal bronze group, Amer- 
ica awakening her sons to fight for liberty.“ 
Columbia, seated in the center, places her 
hands upon the heads of a farmer and a hunt- 
er. The latter, already alert, grasps hs rifle 
and seems to scan the horizon for the E 
ing foe; the husbandman is slowly awakening. 
The group is full of life and action. Seen 
by itself it appears colossal, and yetit is 
only a part of the great Washington 
monument which will be erected next year in 
Fairmount Park, Philadelphia. Ten years 
ago the Pennsylvania branch of the Order of 
the Cincinngti gave Prof. Rudolf Siemering 
of Berlin an order for the work. Ever since 
the master has been at the task, and now the 
work is nearing its completion. 

The large-size model of the monument may 
be seen at Prof, Siemering’s studio. Thirteen 
steps of Swedish granite, representing the 
thirteen original States, lead to the base 
of the monument. At the top of the 
steps the figures of elks, buffaloes, 
wild horses, and other animals indige- 
nous to America are laced in 
a reclining position. Fountains representing 
the four principal American rivers spring 
from the four corners of the base into mighty 
granite basins, Figures of Indians and hunt- 
ers surmount these fountains. From this base 
rises a pedestal thirty feet high, bearing on 
both sides in bas relief bronze plates repre- 
senting scenes from the Revolution. In front 
is a group representing victorious America 
grasping in one hand the trident and 
in the other a horn of plenty, while 
Continental soldiers on either side hold 
up laurel wreaths. The rear is oc- 
cupied by “ America awakening her sons,”’ as 
described above. Above all towers a bronze 
equestrian statue of Washington fully seven- 
teen feet high. Washington, in cocked hat 
and army cloak, sits in the saddle with a firm 
and com munding air, his eyes n 
ahead as into a glorious future. whole 
presents a very fine effect. 

Prof. Siemering will receive $125,000 for his 
part of the work. The castings are made at 
the foundries of Gladenbeck and Lauchhem- 
mer. They have er, completed some 

arts, Also the statue of Washington himself 

as already been shipped to America, and Prof, 
Siemering is now completing the few models 
yet necessary for casting. 


AMERICAN ATHLETES VICTORIOUS. 


Representatives of the Manhattan Athletic 
Club Win at Manchester. 

MANCHESTER, June 27.—The visiting team of 
the Manhattan Athletic elub competed here this 
afternoon with the crack athletes of England at 
the English amateur championship meeting. 
Shortly before noon rain began to fall and 
continued until 3 p. m., the hour fixed for closing 
the lists of entries. The Americans were the 
great attraction tothe Englishmen, who, in spite 
of the unfavorable weather, gathered on the 
grounds in strong force, so that when the first 
event was called there was a large attendance at 
the games, which fact seemed to cheer up those 
whose spirits had been dampened by the 
drizzle. The first events of the day were 
the trial heats for the 10yard Champion- 
ship Challenge Cup, valued at 60 guineas. 
Luther Cary of the Manhattan won his heat 
easily in 1045 seconds. There were six beats 
to this flat race and twenty-one starters. The final 
heat and race were easily won by Cary, who beat 
the second man by four yards. Time, 101-5 sec- 
onds, ihe tirst heat was won by Mortimer Rem- 
ington (Manhattan) by half a yard in 10 2-5 sec- 
onds. There were four starters in this heat. The 
heat won by Cary was the second, in which there 
were two starters. Cary led by six yards at the 
finish. In the fourth heat Steavenson beat the 
Scotch champion, Green, by two feet in 10 3-5 sec- 
onds. The other heats were closely contested by 
the English athletes. ö 

The half-mile flat race fora cup valued at 45 
guineas was won by Holmes, an Englishman, in 2 
minutes 45 seconds. J. S. Roddy of the Manhat- 
tans was fifth. A. B. George of the Manhattans 
retired when he had covered one-quarter of the 
distance, and H. L. Dadmunof the Manhattans 
was last.

The final heat was won i Mortimer Remington, 
who touched the tave eight yards ahead of the 
second man. Remington's time was 51 seconds.

H. T. Hallock (Man- 
hattan) and Walkinson of England were tied for 
spoon place, with 5 feet 58% inches credited to 
them.

BY VAGUE FEARS. 


FEELING OF DISTRUST. 


Friday’s Slump Likely to Have a Bene- 


ficial Effect on Speculation—Low Ebb of 
the United States Treasury and Uncer- 
tainty Over the Silver Question Partly 
Responsible for the Unsatisfactory State 
of Affairs—Trade Is Sound—Our Gold 
Will Come Back. 

New Yorx, June 27.—[Special.]—There is 
just one word toexplain the stagnation of 
speculation in the early half of last week and 
the slump toward the close. That 
word is “distrust.” In the presence 
of a continued efflux of gold, with 
the Treasury balance at a low ebb, 
and uncertainty as to the action which the 
Cabinet will take on the question of silver 
coinage, it is not surprising that the stock 
market was devoid of buyers. Being devoid of 
buyers and stagnant, it is not surprising that the 
rank and file of traders should become sellers 
particularly when they found, as they did on 
Friday, that long stock was being marketed 
for the account of a retired speculator. 

As everybody knows, professional traders 
always prefer the short to the long sideof the 
market, and they have, during the last few 
days, sold a great many stocks for short ac- 
count. A prolonged period of dullness such as 
we have been passing through is the severest 
possible test of the temper of the brokers and 
speculators alike. There is no quality so rare 
among speculators as patience. For weeks 
past this has been strikingly illustrated 
in the conduct not only of 
scalpers, but of commission brokers. 
The latter, unwilling to admit that they were 
not receiving any orders from clients, have 
gone into the stock exchange every day and 
bought or sold on borrowed or loaned stocks 
for their own account, and in nine cases out 
of ten this offering at the shrine of street 
opinion has cost them money. 

Win Benefit by the Decline, 


On general principles the decline of the last 
day or two should be hailed as a boon by pro- 
fessional traders, as taking the market 
out of the stagnant rut into which 
it had fallen. The dump, they argue, 
should bring in new buyers. While the mar- 
ket was held up at high figures the average 
outsider—whether investor or speculator— 
was inclined to hold on, believing that such 
dullness. must tire out man olders of 
shares and lead toa general selling of long 
stocks. Now that the slump has come—last 
week’s decline in active issues ranging from 
2 to 4K per cent and a break of 10K 
per cent in such a specialty as National Cord- 
age—it is thought that outsiders may be 
tempted to come into Wall stre The posi- 
tion of the country is admit 
strong. : 

Trade everywhere, despite the pork of occa- 
sienal thieves in positions of/trust, is very 
sound. As to the crop pects it is only 
necessary to point, to thé~break of the last 
week in the prices of cereals; facts are 
stronger than words. Money is easy and the 
outlook in that respect is not disquieting. 

Railroad earnings hold up remarkably well, 
and already the new wheat is inning to 
move. In a few weeks the railroads will be 
so busy hauling grain that they will have no 
time to squabble about rates. 

While one occasionally meets with a bank- 
er who doubts whether we shall get back 
from Europe the gold we haveship abroad, 
the general consensus of opinion is that the 
yellow metal must be sent back to us 
in payment for the cereals we shall shi 
abroad. All the foreign writers on financi 
topics coincide in this opinion and one of the 
chief bugaboos of speculators abroad is 
the conviction that a return flow of 
the gold to America will set in during 
the summer or early autumn. We have not 
only taken back the floating mass of our 
stocks from foreign holders and paid our 
trade balance in cash for the first time in 
many years, but we have also given up the 
greater partof the balances which foreign 
bankers in years past have kept on this side 
of the ocean. 

The Gold Exports. 

The continued exports of gold are due in 
part to the receipt of July 1 coupons on se- 
curities which are still held aboad, to the 
great number of tourists now visiting Europe, 
and more than all perhaps to the recent in- 
crease in the imports of wool and tinplate to 
escape the high duties on them, which, under 
the McKinley bill, will go into effect Wednes- 
day next. 

Notwithstanding the increase in tin the to- 
tal money value of entries at this port dur- 
ing the last week fell to $6,922,384, as against 
$7,749,719 one week ago. Tin isdown in the 
official manifest for $1,067,888; sugar 
$831,789; hides, $506,888; coffee, $359,749; In- 
dia rubber, $316,101; hemp, $314,227 ; pre- 
cious stones, $304,208 ; furs, $169,779;

CONGRESSMAN CRAIN’S POKER STORY. 


Why He Wasn’t Shot on the First Night 
and How He Escaped on the Second, 

Washington Star: Congressman Crain, 
who represents the Galveston district of 
Texas, tells some remarkable stories of poker- 
playing in that State during war time, It was 
an epoch there of lawlessness and mob rule, 
and personal bravery was the quality of lead- 
ership. One night he was playing in a game 
with three or four others, one of them a des- 
perado named Boyd. The latter took ad- 
vantage of the conviviality of the proceedings 
to hold outa card and Crain saw him do it. 
On the spur of the moment Crain said:“ Boyd, 
you are cheating!“ It was a foolish thing to 
do, unless with pistol in hand, because it 
meant immediate murder. But, to the sur- 
prise of every one, Boyd simply turned very 
pale, laug and replied: ‘“ Crain boards at 
my house, vou know, and sol can’t afford to 
shoot him.“ 

The next evening Boyd came uninvited into 
Crain’s room, where some other men were, 
and offered to play Crain a game of two- 
handed freeze-out.“ The latter assented 
and they sat down at the table, while the rest 
drew their chairs Sack and waited for the 
tragedy they supposed was coming. A few 
moments later Boyd again cheated, so openly 
that he doubtless intended to be caught, and 
Crain at once char him with the offense, 
Immediately Boyd leaped to his feet, seized 
two chairs and threw them into air. One 
of them struck Boyd as it fell, and\ he drew 
the pistol he had ready, crying: “ Crain, you 
hit me with a chair!“ 

“Like a flash,” says Crain, in telhng the 
story, my inst inet as a criminal lawyer came 
to my aid. I saw that his purpose was to 
claim self-defense in shooting me.

CHRISTIANITY IN JAPAN. 


The New Faith That Seeks to Subvert the 
Buddhist Religion, 

New York Sun: According to a report re- 
ceived from the Japanese City of Tokio, the 
churches of various Protestant denominations 
are gaining converts among the natives of 
Japan. There are as many as 35,000 Japanese 
in the membership of these churches. The 
Presbyterians number about 10,000, the Con- 
gregationalists about 10,000, and the Episco- 
palians nearly 4,000, while the remainder are 
chiefly Methodists and Baptists. The believers 
in the Roman Catholic faith are even more 
numerous than the Protestants, while the 
Greek Church has 17,000 names on its rolls. 
Among the clergy there are a good number of 
natives. 

The Rev. Mr. Kingsends from Osaka, Japan, 
to the Churchman in this city a report of the 
p a of the third synod of the Episco- 
palien church of Japan. Nine of the clerical 
and twenty of the lay members of the synod 
were native Japanese. The debates were 
spirited and many features 
of interest. W maintaining the author- 
ity of the Bible and the Apostles’ and 
Nicene creeds, the native delegates displayed 
their desire for certain changes in the consti- 
tuition of the church. A question that raised 
much debate was that of the abolition of the 
surplice, the natives saying that the 8 
surplice resembles the vestments of the Bud- 
dhist priests. The native delegates madea 
proposition. for the shortening of the services 
of the Japanese Church, and in regard to this 
proposition the Rev. Mr. Tyng says: The 
great length of Japanese words makes the 
services much longer than in English. For 
instance, the first five verses of the forty-sec- 
ond pealm, which in English number 147 syl- 
lables, number 319 in Japanese. 

The synod decided that all the licensed cate- 
chists, who in Japan conduct services and 
preach sermons under the oversight of the 
clergy, should hereafter be required to pass 
an examination on the Bible, the creeds, 
ry, ecclesiastical polity, and apol-

ro has been a considerable growth of the 
various forms of Christianity in Japan within 
the past twenty years, but the hold of Bud- 
dhism upon the masses of the people is yet 
strong, and it is not likely that Japan will 
soon be numbered among the nations of 
Christendom. 


IT IS SWIFTER THAN THE SUNLIGHT. 


An Electric Current Girdles the Globe in 
Three Seconds, 

Philadelphia Record: Philadelphia scientists 
are preparing to find out how fast an electric 
current travels, An experiment will be made, 
probably from the Franklin Institute, by con- 
nections over the Atlantic cable to Liverpool 
and return. 

A recent test appeared to show that an elec- 
tric current is a slow coach as compared to 
light, being only able get over to Europe and 
back in something like a second, or at the rate 
of only some 400,000 miles a minute, while light 
ambies along at a million-mile-a-minute gait. 
The Philadelphia scientists who are proposing 
to make ce investigation are not satisfied 
to give up record to sunlight, and hope to 
prove that the electrical — it not bandi- 
capped, is the swifter element. 

e most recent experiment was tried at 
McGill College Montreal. The current was 
transmitted in Montreal, was transferred to 
the cable at the Newfoundland cable station 
by means of Thompson’s mirror galvanom- 
eter, sent across tothe station at Liverpool, 
and returned to Montreal by the same method. 
The distance traversed, partly by overhead 
wire and partly by cable, was 8,000 miles. 
From the time the current left the key in 
Montreal until it returned to the receiver in 

the same office just one second and one- 
twentieth of asecond had elapsed; but the 
conditions were not as good as they might 
have been, hence the further experiment to be 
made here.

He was asked: What is the atti- 
tude of the Knights of Labor toward the third 
party?“ 

“As to the third party or any party you 
may say that the Knights of Labor is 
not a party organization, and it 
will never be made such. The education 
being spread through the organization neces- 
sarily makes men more independent so far as 
partisan politics is concerned. The third 
party movement is, therefore, necessarily 
brought about by the doctrines preached in 
the local and district assemblies. While the 
order is not committed to any party—not 
even the third party—it may be interested in 
the success of candidates because of condi- 
tions and circumstances. The third party is 
supported in localities where that is the best 
thing to do, 

“ Generally speaking the order cannot be 
relied upon to support solidly any party. The 
political situation in the several States differs 
very much, Take, for instance, Kansas and 
Nebraska, and the third party developed into 
the first party by securing a majority and 
taking control of the government. In other 
States this could not be done. The question 
to be seriously considered in Ohio is in con- 
trast with other States, and that is, What can 
be accomplished by a third party 
movement? It is different from 
any other State. The question for reformers 
then to, consider is, What is best todo? The 
subject must be seriously canvassed in all its 
phases. A third party movement may not be 
able to accomplish in Ohio the same results 
that attended its efforts in Kansas, Ne- 
braska, and other Western States, because 
the corporate interests here are stronger and 
the influence of the employer is greater over 
the voters. The conflicting and diversified 
interests are not such as to give them control. 

“This being true the question naturally 
arises, What is the next best step to take— 
whether to go with the third party or form an 
alliance with either of the dominant parties? 
The influence of the order has always been to 

revent locals from taking a partisan stand. 

hey have been taught to examine the candi- 
dates and submit to them questions as to how 
they stand upon important points liable to 
affect the masses. and then to throw their in- 
fluence to those who favor their principles and 
interests. In other words, rewa their 
friends and punish their enemies. This has 
been our policy and is likely to continue.

the maximum periods sun spots. 
Such a result must be brought about by ter- 
restrial conditions which are able in some way 
to reverse the effect of increased radiation 
from the sun. Buta very great increase in 
the solar heat could hardly be neutralized in 
that way. 
suddenly pours forth an extraordinary gush 
of heat, the earth must take theco uences. 

This whole subject becomes particularly 
significant in view of modern discoveries 
concerning the nature and constitution of 
such bodies as the sun. If not in name at 
least in practice there exists a science of com- 
parative solar physics. All the suns of space 
are made to contribute to our knowledge. 
Our own sun falls into a special class, and is 
found to be sharply differentiated in many 
particulars from the stars that do not belong 
in the same category with itself. Even the 
ancients knew, or at least surmised, that the 
stars are suns, but it remained for the astron- 
omers of our day to demonstrate that there is 
a great variety of suns. Still, through all the 
variations there runs a family likeness, and an 
evident identity of ultimate constitutian and 
destiny. So the differentclasses of suns merge 
into one another by almost insensible grada- 
tions. There is also evidence that suns pass 
from one class into another, either as the re- 
sult of progressive development or in conse- 

uence of the sudden outbreak of trans- 

orming forces. This last fact is of su- 
preme interest to the inhabitants of a planet 
which, like the earth, depends for its prosper- 
ity, and even for its very existence, upon a 
solar orb that is liable to stupendous changes. 
The periodical outbreak of sun spots in a cy- 
cle of about eleven years alone suffices to 
place the sun in the and continually in- 
creasing list of the so-called variable stars; 
and the wide difference in the intensity of 
these outbreaks. at. different times indicates 
that we cannot count upon the changes in 
sun’s radiative energy as we do upon such 
comparatively regular variations as those of 
the seasons, which are capable of geometri- 
cal calculatinr, So long as the amount of the 
change is small, as it has been during the pe- 
riod covered by human history, no serious re- 
sults are to be apprehended; but there is no 
absolute certainty that the change may not 
suddenly become destructively great. Such 
an event is improbable, but not impossible. 
Not only the sudden apparitions of new stars, 
but the-enormous changes of brilliancy that 
many well-known variable stars undergo, fur- 
nish evidence of the potential capacity of a 
sun to burst forth upon suitable provocation 
with an overwhelming energy of radiation, in 
the face of which no planetary life could sur- 
7 \. 
The sun is surrounded with what from our 
point of view might be termed a protective 
envelope, or atmosphere, which absorbs, as 
the spectroscope shows, a lafge of 
the radiations proceeding from tre- 
mendous inner core of the solar globe. 
Other stars possess a similar absorp- 
tive envelope, and in consequence are 
ranked in the same class with the sun. 
In some stars ‘this envelope is far 
more effective in producing absorption than 
is the case with the sun, and such stars 
seem to be smoldering and sinking toward 
extinction, though in some cases y occa- 
sionally flare up with furious outbursts, as 
though struggling against impending fate. 
But by far the greater number of the stars 
appear to be less effectually blanketed with 
absorbing vapors than the sun is. Sirius, for 
instance, the brightest star visible to us, and 
Vega, one of the most brilliant ornaments of 
the midsummerevening, shine withas — 
and intensity of radiation far ex ing 
sun’s, independently of their greater size. 
Sirius, for instance, pours out seventy 
or eighty times as much light as the 
sun, although recent estimates of 
its mass show that it is rhaps 
not more than four times as heavy. in- 
tensity of Sirius’s radiation must then be 
many times greater than that of the sun, in 
consequence of the absence of an absorptive 
atmosphere capable of stopping a large share 
of its rays. Life-bearing planets could not 
possibly circulate around Sirius at distances 
proportionate to the earth’s distance from tue 
sun; and if the curtain that screens off from 
us the full fury of the solar light and heat 
were withdrawn, the light of this sun-smitten 
globe might all vanish amid the vapors of its 
steaming seas. 

The spectroscope shows that the glowing at- 
mospheres of some of the stars occasionally 
flame up to an intensity exceeding that of the 
fiery globes within them. That kind of an ac- 
cident happening tothe sun would be very 
awkward for us poor mortals, but the consol- 
ing fact remains that the stars which exhibit 
this uncomfortable 2 evidently be- 
long in a different class from that in which 
our great star at present stands. Yet unceas- 
ing change, often in accordance with laws 
which we do not understand, is the order of 
the universe; and so having for our god ot day 
and of life an orb that we know is subject to 
varying moods, we must not betoo certain 
that the ultimate fate of mankind, as some 
people have concluded, is to be frozen to 
death on an ice-enveloped and sun-abandoned 


globe, 
THE SWISS BRIDGE DISASTER. 


Comparison Between It and Other Great 
Railroad Accidents. 

Railroad Gazette: The newspapers report 
a terrible bridge disaster near Basel, Switzer- 
land, Sunday morning, June 14, killing about 
130 passengers on an excursion train, but 
nothing has yet been published giving any in- 
telligent idea of the cause of the accident. A 
train of sixteen care on the Moenchenstein- 
Basel railroad, loaded with people going to a 
musical festival, broke through an iron 
bridge over a river, and two engines 
and five passenger cars fell into the 


stream, being partially submerged. One ac- 


count says that the river was high and a num- 
ber of bodies floated a long distance down the 
stream and the train ran off the track while 
crossing the bridge. Another says the bridge 
had recently been meats after bemg dam- 
aged by a flood and fell on account of the ex- 
cessive weight of the two locomotives draw- 
ing the train. Still other reports say the 
bridge was new, but do not indicate that 
there was any derailment before the bri 
gave way. . 

The number of persons killed has probably 
not yet been accurately reported, but there 
scems to be no doubt that this will prove one 
of the half dozen worst railroad accidents that 
ever occur Asa matter of interest we 
print below a list of all the train accidents of 
which we have any record before this that 
caused more than fifty deaths each:

The present government appears to be ush- 


ering in a happy era of prosperity for the 
Bahamas. Sir Ambrose Shea, a hardy New- 
foundlander, was one of the three to sign the 
charter with Mr. Cyrus W. Field for the first 
cable. When he arrived in the Bahamas three 
years ago and found that, despite the earnest 
efforts of former Governors, a blight hung over 
all industries, he began to look about for some 
new untried sources of revenue, and kept his 
eyes open for every useful hint. His prede- 
cessor, Sir William Robinson, had resuscitated 
the Board of Agriculture, and appointed local 
boards in all the out islands, which have con- 
tinued in existence ever since. He caused 
hundreds of thousands of cocoa palms to be 
planted, and directed attention to fiber-grow- 
ing plants and fruits of all kinds. Tomatoes 
were cultivated with great success, and 
their export increased from twelve crates in 
1876 to upward of 12,000 in 1880. But the 
Bahamas possessed no botanical garden nor 
expert botanist, and those in authority were 
ignorant of the value and even the nomen- 
clature of fiber plants. The so-called pita 
plant grew everywhere and was regarded as a 
pest. Its fiber was known to be long, white, 
and strong, and the negroes made ropes out 
of it. A few enterprising spirits mooted the 
question of using this fiber in commerce as a 
substitute for hemp, but there was not enough 
interest felt and the attempt was abandoned. 
Samples of the various fibers were sent to 
England by Sir William Robinson to the di- 
rectors of Kew Gardens, and the common pita 
was then valued at 35 cents per pound. It is 
this pita that is now ed sisal from its 
native habitat in Yucatan, and its value has 
risen to 11 or 12 cents per pound, an increase 
which seems to j the hopes of the many 
now engaged in its cultivation.

to make the discovery of the true value of the 
pita 11 In various interviews 
with the writer he has stated his anxiety for 
the commercial welfare of the islands his 
discouragement at the great financial depres- 
sion he found when assumi the reins of 
government.

Foilow- 
ing his sable ide, Governor found in a 
neglected patch of ground a cluster of plants 
of the sisal or pita, which he had been accus- 
tomed to view as a rank weed, growing all 
over in the driest land. Some leaves were 
lying on the gruund, and from one of these the 
negro had made his rope.

Thinking that here was a new product which 
meant prosperity if followed up he ke of 
his discovery to several prominent Nassau 
men.

It was only the pita 
plant; the idea had been raised before; it could 
never compete with Lupiz (manila) hemp, and 
its culture could not be carried out on a scale 
large 3 to make it of much good to the 
colony.

At present he will 
not attempt manufacture, but will export the 
crude article. Several small shipments have 
already been made, and the price realized has 
been most encouraging. 

Reports from London state that the fabric 
is much longer than that imported from Yuca- 
tan and more uniform. It is well cleaned and 
white, with the luster of the best Lupiz. It 
realized $180 a ton, while Mexican at $130 was 
neglected. Those interested in it claim that 
if shipped in quantity it would drive the fine 
Lupiz (manila) hemp, costing $500 a ton, out 
of the continental markets. The Governor 
has sent specimens of the sisal leaves to Mr. 
Edison, who informs him that by immersion 
of the leaf in a bath of crude petroleum, the 
fiber 1s separated intact and without trouble. 
The native method of beating the leaf bruises 
and sometimes breaks the fiber. 

This pita plant is a variety of the agave 
rigida. It is not indigenous to the mas, 
but was introduced into those islands by Mr, 
Nesbitt, the Colonial Secretary, fifty years 
ago. In 1845 he procured from Sisal a few 
hundred plants of this agave and had them 
set out at his country residence, three miles 
from Nassau. The plant took kindly to the

Sec. 2 
provides that the applicant for bounty shall 
carry the heads of his victims to the City or 
Township Clerks in lots of not less than ten, 
and that the Clerks, if satisfied that the heads 


are really those of sparrows, shall issue certifi- | 


cates of the amount of bounty to the claim- 
ant. Then the person with the certificate 
takes it to the County Clerk, who draws a war- 
rant on the County Treasurer, 


Must Not Kill Other Birds. 


Sec. 3 is devoted to the protection of birds 
other than the sparrow w feel disposed to 
linger around Chicago during the winter 
months, and provides that any person a ply- 
ing for bounty on the heads of other birds 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
fined $5 for each head. d another section 
provides that any clerk who knowingly issues 
a certificate for the killmg of any other bird 
shall be fined $10. To protect the clerks 
against the imposition of scalp-hunters Sec. 5 
makes it the duty of the Director of the State 
Laboratory of Natural His to prepare as 
soon after the act shall take effect as practic- 
able a bulletin of information for the use of 
the clerks of counties, townships, vi and 
cities in the State to enable * to distin- 
guish the heads ot the English sparrow from 
those of other birds, 

All of which is tough on the sparrow, even 
if it is fun and profit for the small boy.

SAVED $36,819 ON THE ESTIMATE, 


The Paving of Halsted Street from Thirty- 
ninth to Sixty-ninth Completed. 

The work of paving Halsted street from 
Thirty-ninth street south to Sixty-ninth, a 
distance of almost four miles, was completed 
Thursday. An order directing that this sec- 
tion of the street be paved with cedar blocks 
passed the Council Nov. 7, 1890. It was esti- 
mated by the Commissioner of Public Works 
that the improvement would cost $122,829. 
The actual cost was $93,010, including the 
street intersections, for which the city pays 
one-half the cost. The cost of the paving of 
the intersections could not be ascertained at 
the City Hall yesterday, but it is close on to 


$1,400. 

The difference between the actual cost and 
the estimated cost is $29,819. This amount, 
plus $7,000, half the cost of the intersections, 
makes $36,819 the rebate which will await the 
Lvs 2 anes a when all the bills have been 
settled. 


The contract for the work was let to the 
Garden City Paving and Post company Dec. 
1, it being strpulated that the paving should 
be completed by July 1, 1891. The contract 
called for wood curbing at 13 cents a foot. 
The filling was done for 35 cents a cubic yard, 
and the paving for $1 a square yard, The 
amount received by the contractors is 885, 960. 

An additional item of $7,050 is‘charged by 
the city for inspection, etc. The tracks of 
the Chicago City railroad company occupy 
the center of the street, and were rolaid and 
im proved at the same time. The total cost to 
the property-owners is $1.24 per square yard. 

The large sewer was laid the entire length 
of the section of the street just paved last 
year. It is seven feet in diameter at Thirty- 
ninth street and five and one-half feet at Six- 
ty-ninth street. 

Commissioner of Public Works Aldrich 
issued an order yesterday morning directin 
Supt. Bell to send his inspectors throug 
the business district and notify the owners 
of all show-cases, merchandise signs, or 
other displays to remove such obstructions 
from the sidewalks within twenty-four hours 
or they would be removed by the city. The 
men were accordingly sent out and were busy 
all day executing the order. Supt. Bell said 
that wagons would be started out Monday 
to gather in such sidewalk obstructions us 
were found.

Mayor Washburne Getting Ready to Swing 
the Ax, It Is Said. 

The first fruits of Mayor Washburne’s 
scheme to reorganize the various departments 
of the city government are to be reaped in 
the Department of Public Works, it is said. 
The heads of the bureaus of this department 
were busy all week preparing thé list of em- 
ployés in accordance with the order issued by 
the Mayor ten days ago, and Mr. Washburne 
and Commissioner Aldrich took the lists and 
retired to some unknown place yesterday 
morning to solve the problem of who should 
go and who should stay. 

Great nervousness and anxiety exist among 
the employés. Itis understood to be the in- 
tention of the Mayor and the Commissioner 
to let the men whose heads are wanted go the 
last day ofthe month. Thc lists made out 
contain a brief record of each employé and 
the names of those responsible for his ap- 
pointment. 

It is claimed that a large number of men 
have obtained employment in the Street 
Bureau who are not entitled to recognition by 
this administration. It is also said that cer- 
tain contractors have attempted to stuff the 
pay-roils on Supt. Burke. There is also to be 
a number of men dropped in the Water Bu- 
reau and the Bureau of Sewers. It is proba- 
ble that the Mayor and the Commissioner will 
do some pruning in the Special Assessment 
Office, as there has been a great deal of com- 
plaint by the Republican leaders because 
there are so many Democrats retained in the 
Water Office. It is said thirty of the shut-off 
men are to be retired.

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THE PROGRESS MADE BY THE PUBLIC 
LIBRARY OF CHICAGO. 


What the Board Will Report to the Mayor 
and Council—All Obstacles to the Con- 
struction of the New Building Practi- 
cally Removed—Librarian Hild’s Re- 
sume of the Last Twelve Months—The 
Branch Reading Rooms Established— 
How the Library Has Been Increased. 


At the meeting of the Library Board yester- 
day President Shortall read his annual report, 
which, with the signatures of the members of 
the board, will be sent to the Mayor and Coun- 
cil Monday night. Among other things the 
report says: 

The number of volumes added du the year 
is 20,078, making a total of 166,4 heey 
with a total circulation of 1,200,514—042, 
volumes of which were en upon cards 
for home use. The number of visitors 
to the reading room was 492,537, 
of those to the several reference departments, not 
including the reading room, 105,606. The de- 
crease, some 8,000, from the figures of last year in 
the reference departments is attributed to the 
opening of reading rooms at branch stations and 
to the discontinuance of the medical department, 
the contents of which latter were handed over b 
us tothe Newberry Library at its request a 
at that of the original donors, with our own con- 
currence, and with a view of mak the same as 
perfect as might be practicable~the New- 
berry desiring togmake such a medical depart- 
ment one of its specialties. 

Since our last communication we have, under 

our direction, taken possession of Dearborn 

ark for our new building, having secured the 
consent of every owner of the abutting property 
save one, this one — — to sign when 
all others had done so. is consent will doubt- 
less be added later. A settlement has been ar- 
rived at between this board and the Soldiers’ 
Home (to which latter was granted by the Legis- 
lature the north quarter of this plotof ground) 
upon a satisfactory basis; the soldiers and sail- 
ors of the late civil war to use and occupy as a 
memorial hall and for other pur oftheir or- 
ganization for fifty years a portion of the build- 
ing to be erected, with a reversion thereof to the 
library—the NI also having a certain use of 
the Memorial Hall. 0 ; 

The Building committee of the library has 

n the planning of the interior of the new 
building, having called to its aid most competent 
professional assistance, and has completed the 
chief part of thet work—the basement and first 
and second stories—and most satisfactorily. It 
is designed to construct the exterior of the build- 
ing so that it shall be an honor tothe city, ethi- 
— he as well as architecturally, without pro- 
fusion or meaningless ornament on the one hand, 
or commonplace simplicity upon the other, but 
aiming to convey, exteriorly, that idea of dignity 
and repose that should mark its use and com- 
pleteness. 

We gladly refer to the bequests of our late fel- 
low citizens, the Rev. William H. Ryderand Hiram 
Kelly. Mr. — e bequest amounting to $10,000 
has loin carefully invested for the library’s use, 
and according to its terms; the uest of Mr. 
Kelly will exceed the sum of $125,000, as appears 
by the report of our committee, which is 7 
pended hereto, of date April 18 last. It is inten 
ed that some special commemoration of those 
public. spirited gentlemen may be devised and 
their names and generosity permanently honored 
within the new building when erected. 

We are now entering upon a most important 
step in the life of this University of the People,” 
the erection of its own home, a permanent house 
to hold its treasures; the fruition of a hope that 
has animated us so many years. In this we have 
before us the failures as well as the successes ot 
many others. We intend, in its construction, 
firstly, that it shall inwardly subserve its purpose

Librarian Hild's Report. 


Librarian Hild submitted his report. In it 


he says: 

The total number of volumes in the library 2 
31, 1891, was 166.475, a net incréase of 10,232 vol- 
umes over the number repo last year, which 
was 156,243. The total number of volumes entered 
in the accession catalogue during the last yeas 
was 20,078, a larger number than has been added 
during any one year since 1875, From this num- 
ber were deducted tne followingdtems: Worn- 
out books, 4,156; books lost and paid for, 268; 
transferred to the Newberry Library, 5,283 vol- 
umes of medical and musical books; books unac- 
counted for in the annual inventory of 1889, 108; 
books not recovered from delinquent borrowers 
in 1890, 31 volumes. Of the 20,073 volumes added 
16,296 were bought, 1,175 were donated, 663 were 
bound periodicals received from the reading- 
room, aud 1,944 were acquired from the Hyde- 
Park Lyceum. The amount expended fur books 
was $17,669.22, 

The number of persons n cards 
which entitle them to draw ks from the 
library for home use has increased from 36,478 to 
43,749 during the last year. The entire registra- 
tion for the year was 33 815. The number of cards 
issued to males was 13,357, to females 10,458. 
Under the new regulation permitting persons to 
obtain cards at the delivery stations without 
calling at the main library 6,839 cards were issued. 
The greater number of these were taken by per- 
sons who had never before enjoyed the benefits of 
the library. N

The Circulating Department, was open for the 
delivery of books days. The daily aver 
number of books issued for home use was 3,095, 
against 2,749 for the preceding year. The largest 
number issued on any one day was 5,291, Feb. 24; 

The amount 
received for fines on delinquent books was 
$5,350.88, or $497.13 more than was received from 
this source last year. 

The number of delivery stations was increased 
by seven during the last year, making a total of 
twenty-four stations now in ae Of these 
six are located in the North Division, six in the 
South Division, and twelve in the West Division.

Lonpox, June J. — The principal topic in 
society during the last week has been the at- 
tendance of the Queen Monday last at the 
wedding of Miss Alberta Ponsonby, the 
daughter of Gen. Sir Henry Frederick Pon- 
sonby, the Queen’s private secretary. Not 
only is this an unusual circumstance, but the 
conditions undef which it was performed 
rendered it still more noticeable. The Quecn 
had only completed the long and tiresome 
journey from the Highlands just previously, 
and when the fatigue is borne in mind, in 
spite of all efforts which luxury can devise to 
prevent it and the heavy expense of the semi- 
royal progress between Windsor and London 
is considered, it will be seen that the compli- 
ment is by no means ah empty one, entailing, 
as it did, a great deal of personal incon- 
venience and much outlay. 

The guests who had been bidden to the nup- 
tials assembled in the guard's chapel, but they 
caught little more than a glimpse of the 
Queen, for her position was so situated during 
the ceremony as to be almost entirely con- 
cealed. A covered way had been erected from 
the yard to the vestry door so that her Majes- 
ty on entering and leaving the chapel did not 
have to subject herself to the public gaze. 
This was, perhaps, an excessive precaution, 
because as a matter of fact the crowd which 
had gathered to look upon her Majesty was by 
no means exceedingly large, and from it she 
received a greeting of respectful silence. The 
Prince and Princess occupied a closed car- 
riage, but the reception of his Royal Highness 
was by no means gratifying. 

Wales’ Precarious Popularity, 

By the way, a good deal of anxiety is felt in 
official circles as to the reception which it is 
probable the Prince of Wales will receive in 
the city on the occasion of the Emperor of 
Germany’s visit to Guild Hall. The rumors 
which have been current of the divorce pro-

partial to her Ladyship;.so much so, in fact, 
that the Princess was some time ago con- 
strained to make a remonstrance on the sub- 
ject, which, however, has only produced a par- 
tial effect.

The 
Emperor will bri over with him his cele- 
brated chargers, which will be stabled in the 
Queen’s stables at Buckingham Palace, and 
July 8 the Emperor will dine at Buckingham

MURDERED BY HER LOVER 


TERRIBLE TRAGEDY ENACTED BY A 
JEALOUS MADMAN, 


A Rustic Beauty and Her Child Killed by 
Her Betrayer, Who Finishes His Work 
by Taking His Own Life—Thousands of 
Americans Throng Paris—Minister Reid 
Entertains Mrs, McKee and Mrs. Harri- 
son—English Church Revenues—P n 
al Gossip.

Lonpon, June 27.—A strange story of a 
double life, an episode of true love, and a ter- 
rible tragedy is today the reigning sensation 
throughout Rhenish Prussia.

BACCARAT: FAIR AND FOUL, 


Prof. Hoffmann Issues a Few Hints to Play- 
ers of the “Princely” Game. 

The Pali Mall Gazette has the following, 
which will be read with interest: 

We may appropriately give a few extracts 
from a booklet by Prof. Hoffmann, which 
Messrs. Routledge have, just published under 
the title at the head of this column. Taking 
as his motto Montesquieu’s saying, ‘‘ Eclairer 
les dupes, et il n'y aura plus de fripons, the 
celebrated conjurer has set down a minute 
and most interesting explanation of the game 
and a warning against its dangers. ‘* There is 
perhaps no game, says this expert, which 
so lends itself to arts of the card- 
sharper as baccarat. Wherever there is higt- 
play it may be taken asan axiom that the 
sharper Will sooner or later find an entrance, 
even in circles where the high character of the 
players generally would seem to preclude the 
1 such an occufrence. Indeed, a 

ouse or club reputed thoroughly ‘safe’ is the 
happy hunting-ground of the fashionable 
card-sharper. aving once gained a footing 
he operates at his ease. [f he only 
does not raise suspicion by having too con- 
stantarun of luck he may gather a golden 
harvest at his leisure.“ 

How the “Banker” May Be Cheated. 

In the section treating of ‘‘ Frauds on the 
art of the Punters,“ as distinct from those of 
Bankers,“ the little green-covered volume is 

very explicit. We pr to give a neces- 
sarily condensed description of some of the 
tricks Mr. Hoffmann shows up: 

It would seem, he says, that the banker 
could have nothing to fear from arranged 
packs or series of cards. He is the last to 
shuffle, and by so doing must break up any 
possible pre-arrangement of the cards. But 

t is by no means a matter of course that he 
does so shuffle. An honest banker, conscious 
of his own integrity, and not suspecting that 
of others, may, and very often does, take it 
for granted that the cards, which have already 
been shuffled by half a dozen or more players 
in succession, must be so well mixed as to re- 
quire no further manipulation, and simply 
hands them to be cut. Fraudulent punters 
are on the alert to take advantage of this cir- 
cumstance. The sharper will seat himself 
at or near the left of the banker, 
with a confederate on one or both 
sides of him. When it reaches the sh 

er's turn to shuffle a third associate on the 
opposite side will divert the attention of the 
banker by some easily-imagined device, = a 
pretended dispute, or by exhibiting to his. 
neighbors some P trinket or 
curio, Meanwhile, principal operator, 
under cover of his associates on either side, 
substitutes for the pack iu use another, head - 
ed by a series of against the banker. 

These are frequently employed against the 
banker. The marking is, in this case, very 
simple, for only the eights and nines are 
marked, and the same mark will do for either. 
The sharper having. succeeded, either by 
means of a substitution or by connivance of 
the proprietor of the house, in procuring the 
use of cards thus marked, places himself im- 
mediately at the right of the banker. He 
watches Serr, the top card, which, in the 
natural course, will be dealt on his side, If it is an 
eight or nine he stakes heavily, knowing that, 
from the large proportion of tenth cards in 
the k, he is extremely likely to make 
„eight or nine.“ 

Sleight of Hand Serviceable. 

Sleight of hand, again, is employed against 
the banker in many ways. Thus the fraudu- 
lent punter will get possession of nine (some-

cases where the cards are marked, when the 
sharper, seated to the right or left of the 
banker, telegraphs to his associates at a dis- 
‘tance the nature of the top card for the time 
being, and they stake, draw, or refrain from 
drawing accordingly. Adding to or decreas- 
ing the stake after the event is a frequent 
form of fraud at baccarat, though by no 
means peculiar to that game. It will be re- 
membered that the stakes are here made be- 
fore any card is dealt. When the player re- 
ceives a winning point he naturally wishes 
that he had staked higher. When, on the con- 
trary, he receives a bud hand, he may well 
regret that he has staked so much. The

What “La Poussette Means. 


Here the sharper has a coin concealed in the 
hand, held in ition by 3 bending the 
little tinger. Should he hol 
hand is gently passed over his stake, the little 
finger is relaxed, and the five sovereigns actu- 
ally staked become six (or as the case may 
be). Another method isto place the coin to 
be added on the table, immediately in front 
of the bent forefinger of the right hand. Coin 
and finger are masked by the left hand, which 
is laid carelessly over them. Should the point 
prove to be a good one the sharper makes a 
little fillip with the forefinger, and the coin 
shoots forward and joins its companions a few 
inches in front. A match-box, of the familiar 
cardboard kind, in which the drawer is pulled 
back by a piece of elastic, is sometimes made 
to perform the same office, the coin being 
placed behind the drawer, whose opening is 

inted towards the money already staked. 
he sharper takes a match to light his cigar, 
and closes the box. The drawer forthwith 
flies back and impels the coin in the desired 
direction. It will be readily understood that 
the sharper in the cases last described acts 
with all possible caution, and only ventures 
on his frudulent maneuver when the general 
attention is sufficiently engaged elsewhere 
(either in a natural way or by the good 
offices of a confederate) to enable him to du 
so without risk of detection. 
The converse fraud is known as la retirette 


An Explanation of La Retirette.” 


Here the sharper, finding that he holds a 


bad point, desires to withdraw some portion 
of his stake. In examining his cards he lets 
the ball of the wrist rest for a moment on his 
stakes. That portion of the hand is anointed 
with an adhesive wax, not noticeable to the 
eye, and when it is again lifted the coin on 
which it rested comes with it. 

A hair attached to the vest, and having a 
minute pellet of wax at the free end, is some- 
times used for the same purpose. hair, 
by gas or candle light, 18 quite invisible. An- 
ather impudent, but frequently successful 
trick, consists in the covering of a coin of 
small size but comparatively large value— 
say a half-sovereign—with another of larger 
but smaller value, say a five-shilling piece. 
If the player wins he ws both coins and 
claims to be paid accordingly. If he loses he 
picks up both together, not disclosing the pres- 
ence of the half-sovereign, and, making a re- 
mark to the effect that particular crown- 
piece is a lucky one and he never parts 
with it, hands over another one in its place.

Wasnindrox, D. C., June 27.—For the first 
time in the history of this country we are to 
have a series of naval maneuvers involving the 
problems of actual warfare as presented in the 
attack of one of our great maritime ports by a 
foreign naval force and its defense by the 
American navy. For years past Great Britain, 


France, Italy, and other European naval pow-" 


ers have annually practiced similar maneuvers, 
sometimes, as in the case of Great Britain, at 
heavy expense, but the results have been 80 
important as to justify the expenditure. In 
the case of the United States there has been 
since the war no naval force adequate to carry 
out. maneuvers of any value. The 
squadron of evolution was formed with such 
a purpose in view, but until recently it was 
not sufficiently numerous to undertake the 
solution of the larger naval war problems and 
its operations were limited to great gun prac- 
tice and fleet evolutions. es 

With the recent additions to the naval list, 
however, this obstacle has disappeared, and 
Secretary Tracy has prepared a scheme to 
carry out his views which will be given effect 
at once. The firat movement will be to attach 
the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius and the torpedo 
boat Cushing temporarily to the squadron of 
evolution, and orders to that end have 
already been made out. Admiral Walker 
has also been directed “to pre- 

are immediately a program of maneuvers 

or the summer and early autumn which will 
dispose of the forces under your command to 
the best advantage and confer practical train- 
ing on the officers and men under conditions 
following as closely as possible those of actual 
warfare. It is intended that the maneuvres 
shall follow as soon as may be convenient 
upon the preliminary operations at Boston 
and New York, to take place in July, the 
practical object of which is to examine the 
conditions of the problem of maritime defense 
of New York, Long Island Sound, and the 
coast of New England.“ 

It is expected that the double turreted mon- 
itor Miantonomah now at New York will be 
completed in time to take part in the 
maneuvers. There willbe but one torpedo 
boat engaged, so that a full demonstration of 
the efficacy of this class of offensive vessels 
cannot be thoroughly demonstrated, but ar- 
rangements have been made to supply her 
with fish torpedoes, which will thus be given 
their first trial in American naval operations 
under conditions approaching those of actual 
warfare. 

The proposed evolutions, according to Sec- 
retary Tracy’s view, will be of large practical 
results. The defects of the new ships, if they 
have any, will be fully revealed, and their 
actual capacity as offensive and defensive 
forces will be demonstrated. There will also 
be opportunities in plenty for the display of 
individual enterprise and tactical skill on the 
part of the officers and of discipline and marks- 
manship on the part of the men. Among the 
results of the English naval maneuvers were 
revelations of startling defects in the systems 
of coaling. engine construction, and marine 
designs, which have since been followed by 
changes in the English navy, and it is pre- 
sumed that valuable results will follow Admi- 
ral Walker’s maneuvers. 


Changes in the Navy,

Thompson, the Friend of Philadelphia, Re- 
moved by Supt.

Wasnrineron, D. C., June 27.—Frank R. Will- 
iams, Special Agent of the Census in charge of 
the collection of statistics of manufactures of 
the United States, returned to Washington this 
morning from Philadelphia, where he went by 
direction of Supt. Porter to enforce the orders 
made to Chief Special Agent Thompson to turn

Upon Mr. Williams’ recommenda- 
tion Mr. J. Ross Colhoun of Philadelphia was 
today appointed to succeed Mr. Thompson, 
removed. Mr. Colhoun was the chief clerk in the 
Philadelphia office, and is said to be thoroughly 
familiar with the work and a very efficient officer. 
Mr. Thompson's removal, it is stated. will not in 
any measure interrupt or retard the work, but on 
the conttary will greatly facilitate its completion. 
Mr. Porter has directed that a sufficient force be 
employed toclose up the Philadelphia work at 
the earliest possible day consistent with com- 
pleteness and accuracy. There yet remain 388 
manufacturing establishments to be scheduled, 
not including a number of expert industries. 


Cattle Quarantine on the Canadian Border. 


The Canadian Government havi complied 
with the yg eae vem of Secretary Rusk’s order 
imposing a fifteen-days’ quarantine on all sheep 
and swine entering this country from Canada by 
itself, and establishing a similar quarantine on 
all sheep and swine imported into the Dominion 
from Great Britain or the continent of Europe, 
the Secretary has revoked his order as affect 
Canadian sheep and swine. Sheep and swine may 
therefore be imported into the United States from 
Canada, subject only to the regular inspection of 
our veterinary officers and to a certificate from 
the proper quarantine officer in Canada in the 
case of imported animals, showing them to have 
duly quarantined there.

The German bred horse is probably more fre- 
quently seen on the London streets than any 
other. There is lots of style in the German 
horse when you start out with him in a drive, 
and he is an animal to be admired. But sup-

All of the spirit is gone 
out of him then, and jaded ’ describes nis 6 
pearance very well. That's just where the ad- 
vantage of the American horses comes in, and 
that’s why the Londoners are so glad to get 
them. Our horses will look just as stylish and 
fresh after several hours’ work as they did 
when they started out. This means, natural- 
ly, that there is better stock in our horses than 
in the German bred animal. 

„The reason why we do not sell more horses 
for shipment than we do is because the de- 
mand of our own market is always more than 
sufficient to absorb all of our supply.

good figure. © n from here we have to sup- 
ply the Philadelphia, Bosto 
times the Chncago market. e result is that 
we can’t get horses enough. A few 
years ago it was different. Six or seven years 
ago shipments of horses to English and 

rench houses were made two or three times 
a month. At that time fully 800 to 900 horses 
went across the Atiantic in a year. There 
were several French and. English horsedealers 
then who sent their agents here for a few 
months every year to buy horses for them. 
One house used to have two ships on which it 
always had a consignment of horses. The 
westward trips brought Norman Percherons 
to this country, and the shippers in the em- 

loy of the house who traveled with the 

orses would made the return trips with 
good American horses which the agents had 
bought in his market, Whenever we sold a 
batch of horses to one Of those agents our re- 
sponsibility always ceased from the moment 
of sale. If a week or two elapsed before the 
horses were to go on board the ship we would 
charge their keep for that time in addition to 
the regular price of the horses. Thus the 
buyers assumed all the risk of injury or 
death to the horses during the voyage 


across. 

But as the demand in New York increased 
tor carriage horses the shipments, to Europe 
gradually fell off, until three years ago our 
house practically: discontinued this line of 
business. What is now done of it is princi- 
— in special orders. The agents for the 

nglish dealers were also on the alert for the 
best horses, and would stand ready to take 
their pick from the different lots that came 
from the West. Now, we could not afford to 
let this go on, although we received excellent 
prices from the Bnglishmen. Our trade in 
carriages horses is but a small portion of our 
business. Frequently the railroad or express 
or brewery people, to whom we furnish horses 
by the car-load, want carri horses for their 
own use, and they want g ones. We must 
make it our business to see that they are satis- 
fied, and we cannot put them off with indiffer- 
ent stock or we may lose their entire trade, 
You can readily see that we cannot allow the 
foreign agents ta anap up the cream of the 
horses that come im to us, even if we get $200 
or $300 more fot a team than we do in our 
own market. 

„When we first shut down on these agents 
one or two of them declared that they would 
go out through the West and buy up the 
horses for themselves. They found this harder 
work than they ex We have our repre- 
sentatives all over the country where horse 
raising is at all extensive, and this gave us an 
immense advantage. Our men, who are 
usually residents of the sections in which they 
buy, know the neighborhood thoroughly, and 
the persons having horses to sell naturally 
come to them. The foreign agents quickly 
found. that they could not buy as. ad vantage- 
ously as we could, and most of them gave up 
the experiment. 

A great deal of care has to be taken in ship- 
ping horses to Europe. A man must go alon 
with them who understands his business an 
is able to attend to the ailments that 
may come upon the horses during the trip. 
We always makeaneffort when send! rses 
over to get a ship whieh will roll as little as 
possible. Then, too, we want asteamship that 
will make a quick voyage, for the longer the 
horses are on the water the greater the risk of 
some injury. Here is whereone of the princi- 
pal difficulties comes in, for the fast passen- 
ger steamships don’t want to carry horses, and 
the fast freight vessels haven’t room for them 
either. It costs about $50 to ship a horse 
across the Atlantic, and this, with the expense 
of having agents in this country, makes each 
horse cost the English or French dealer a good 
round sum when it is landed on their shores, 

„We send a good many carriage horses to 
Havana, but that trade does not require such 
a high grade of horse as the New York market 
demands. Give them a showy, spirited horse 
in Havana and they are satisfied. 

All this goes to show that there is an ex- 
cellent opportunity for the American horse- 
man in raising horges for carriage use. 
trouble is that the breeding of carriage horses 
has been too much neglected, There has been 
a craze for breeding trotters which has not 
yieldea anything like a commensurate return 
to the —— erhaps one out of every 
150 horses bred for trotters amounts to any- 
thing. The rest are runts. Oncein a great 
while a horse turns out to be a marvel in the 
trotting line, but it is like winning the big 
prize in a lottery to get one like that. O 
course, horsemen are beginning to see, with 
the increased demand, that there is money in 
raising carriage horses, but it will be several 
years before the market will be amply sup- 
plied with the best class.”

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Turn is an ordinance before the Council 
increasing from § to 15 cents per running foot 
per annum the deposit required by the city for 
the laying of water mains in streets till the 
revenue from the water rates equals the 
amount of the deposit. This is opposed on 
the ground that it would mean a stoppage of 
pipe extension except on streets already well 
built up, and the suggestion is made that 
the city adopt the old Hyde Park custom 
of paying for the mains by special assess- 
ment. This is a good idea and should be car- 
ried out, Hitherto the cost of the extension 
‘of water service has been defrayed out of the 
abundant revenues of the Water Office. But 
those revenues have been drawn on so heavily 
by the bills for the construction of thé new 
tunnel and engines that they are insufficient. 
It is for the interest of the city that the water 
mains should be laid wherever wanted, be- 
cause it adds to the revenue and because 
it is for the health of the people that 
they should use lake water rather than 
that from wells. Therefore, there should be 
special assessments for the mains, and then 
they can be laid wherever it is desired to have 
them. In Hyde Park the cost was but 50 or 
60 cents a front foot. It should be less in the 
enlarged city, because Chicago can buy pipe 
more cheaply. than any of the small munici- 
palities it has absorbed. The land which is 
assessed will not feel a ourden which the 
revenues of the Water Office cannot stand. 
The pending ordinance should be shelved and 
the special assessment plan adopted. 


THE NORTHERN PACIFIC RAILROAD 
ORDINANCE AND THE BOODLERS. 

The officers of the Northern Pacific road in- 
sist that the repealing ordinance passed by 
the Council last week is of no effect because 
the road has paid $6,200 to the City Controller 
on acfount of the work on the Ogden avenue 
viaduct. It appears, however, from the re- 
ceipt shown by the President of the roed that 
the money was not paid on accouut of the 
concessions in the ordinance of the 15th of 
June, but was a payment on an old bill ren- 
dered by the city a month or more ago. It is 
immaterial what the intentions of the road 
were in paying the money. The fact remains 
that it was paid on a debt due before the 
passage of the ordinance of June 15. 

But even if the money had been paid on ac- 
count of that ordinance, that does not change 
the fact that the action taken in the Council 
the 15th of June was illegal and invalid. The 
ordinance was not printed as required by the 
rules of the Council. It was not read; no 
Alderman knew it was being acted on except, 
perhaps, two or three in the secret; the pre- 
siding officer did not know it was under con- 
sideration, and the yeas and nays were not 
called on it. It was shuffled in and hidden 
from sight with a batch of special assessment 
ordinances, and smuggled through in order to 
elude Aldermanic boodlers who might other- 
wise have insisted that it should not pass till 
their whack” had been “forked up.” This 
measure slipped through without paying toll 
to the gang Aldermen, and hence their indig- 
nation and. vociferations. 

The proposed arrangement with the road is 

not in itself a bad one for thecity. The streets 
to be vacated are unused by the city and of no 
use to it. The company owns all the land 
abutting on them, and the railroad says it can 
vacate them when it pleases. The provision 
giving the road the right to extend its tracks. 
from the old limits to the new southern city 
limits is so guarded as to make it vertain that 
it will have to build viaducts whenever called 
on to do so under the ordinances of 1872 and 
1885. The Ogden avenue viaduct settlement 
is perhaps the best that can be made, and the 
same may possibly be true of the Taylor 
street viaduct. But in spite of all 
that the ordinance should not have been 
smuggled through the Council as it was, ex- 
citing-the wrath of boodlers who missed their 
* whack and of honest Aldermen who dis- 
like underhand and surreptitious legislation. 
And having been passed thus stealthily and 
against the rules, with hardly an Alderman 
knowing that it was before the Council, the rail- 
road can acquire no rights under it, no mat- 
ter how many receipts it may produce show- 
ing that it has been honest enough to pay 
some of its old debts. The ordinance is not 
only repealed but null and void because it 
was not properly and legally passed. 


DECREASE IN IRELAND’S POPULATION. 

The census of Ireland, which was completed 
in April last, suggests many pertinent reflec- 
tions. The total population is shown to be 
only 4,706,162, of which aggregate 2,317,076 
are males and 2,389,086 females. The outcome 
of the count shows that there has been a rapid, 
decrease in the population during the last 
fifty years, as will be seen by the following! 
table:

In Gens fifty years therefore the rie am 
of Ireland has decreased 3,490,365, or 42.58 per 
cent. The rate of decreasé from 1881 to 1891 
is twice as great as it was from 1871 to 1881 
and is larger than the ratio that ruled from 
1861 to 1871, and this, too, notwithstanding a 
smailer percentage of decrease was expected. 
owing to the improvement in the condition of 
tenants and the large reduction of rent. The 
returns from England have not yet been pub- 
lished, though it is intimated that the per- 
centage of increase in the United Kingdom 
during the last decade is only half what 
it was in the previous decade. Scotland, 
however, which hed 3,735,573 in 1881, now 
shows 4,100,000, an increase of 365,000, 
though it has sent 149,879 to the 
United States. England and Scotland com- 
bined considerably outnumber Ireland, though 
previously it has been otherwise. As the popu- 
lation of England and Scotland is mainly 
Protestant, adding to this the Ulstermen, it 
will be seen that quite a majority of the popu- 
lation of the United Kingdom is now Protest- 
ant instead of Roman Catholic. The follow- 
ing table, shuwing the denominational census 
of Treland, tells the story:

ale to the Sioux Indian Charles Eastman was 
announced came the announcement that Mrs. 
Cora Belle Fellows-Chaska had applied for a 
divorce'from her Sioux husband, Sam Chaska. 
Thereupon the papers are full of dire prog- 
nostications that the Goodale-Hastman case 
will have the same outcome as the Feilows- 
Chaska one. Upon the surface there would 
seem to be grounds for such an apprehension, 
growing out of incongruity of race, habits. 
and temperament, but there are radical 
differences in the two cases. Miss Fellows 
about two years ago went out on a reservation 
as a school-teacher, where her affection for 
her work was transferred speedily to a big, 
lazy, ignorant Indian hulk named Sam 
Chaska, and in spite of the entreaties and pro- 
tests of her friends she married him, and now 
has a papoose and a divorce suit on hand. 
Though Mrs. Chaska is well connected, being 
the daughter of a clerk in the Surgeon-Gen- 
eral’s office in the War Department, and was 
recognized’ in good society in Wash- 
ington, it is evident that she is 
not possessed of very fine sensibilities, 
as for a time after her marriage she 
and her husband exhibited themselves in dime 
museums, Be that as it may, she made a poor 
choice, even for a Sioux, as the fellow she 
married turns out to be a peculiarly lazy and 
worthless Indian, and now she wants to get 
rid of him. His Indian proclivities were not 
changed by marriage, and as the husband of a 
white woman he manifested exactly the same 
qualities he would have displayed as the hus- 
band of a squaw of his own people. 

The other case is widely different. Miss 
Goodale is a charming poetess and a young 
woman of more than ordinary refinement and 
culture. Her husband also is a man of 
peculiar refinement and has been well edu- 
cated. He has lived at the East many years, 
and has been received in the best society of 
Boston, where he has always shown himself a 
gentleman. He graduated from the Harvard 
Medical School with high honors and re- 
ceived a diploma which entitles him to prac- 
tice, and he has gone back with his bride to 
labor among his people as a physician. As be- 
tween Sam Chaska and Dr. Eastman there is as 
wide a difference as there would be between 
Sam Chaska and any well-educated white 
man. While miscegenation as a rule involves 
trouble without end, this case may prove an 
exception. At least it is to be hoped it will. 
But even should such be the case, it still re- 
mains true that the best man for an Ameri- 
can girl to wed is an American man. It is 
not a compliment to American men when an 
American woman chooses an Indian or any 
other manfrom another race for her hus- 
band. 


WHAT COMPENSATION HAS CANADA FOR 
FREE SUGAR? 

The Tory papers of Canada are jubilating 
over the change iu their tariff by which sugar 
has been admitted free of duty, and the duty 
on salt has been reduced one-half, which is 
considered a sufficient compensation for an 
increase of twelve and a half cents per gallon 
on all spirits, thirty cents a bottle on cham- 
pagne, and five cents per pound on tobaccos 
and snuff, They are congratulating Mr. 
Foster upon his tariff-pohcy and on the suc- 
cess of his financial management generally. 
The edge was taken. off their jubilations, how- 
ever, by Mr. Cartwright, who is the Liberal 
leader in the House, when he dryly replied to 


the speech of Mr. Foster anneuncing the tariff 


changes in question. 
Mr. Cartwright said that the credit of the 


reduction of the tariff on sugar was due to the 
‘United States, and that the Tories had no in- 


tention of reducing the sugar tax a particle 
until the United States put its imported sugar 
on the free list. The States, however, put 
in a condition that after the lst of January, 
1892—six months hence—all nations from 
whom we buy sugar that would not recipro- 
cally admit certain of our products would 
have a tariff of one cent a pound, or $20 a 
ton, levied on their sugar. Mr. Cartwright 
showed the Canadians that it was a reciprocal 
trade advantage on our part, but that Canada 
had opened its markets to free sugar without 


-gecuring any such important condition and 


hence would not have the advantage of a recip- 
rocal treaty for its exports. It involved 
a dead loss uf three and a half millions of rev- 
enue with no reciprocal benefits, whereas the 
United States gets free sugar in compensation 
for its loss of revenue, and can negotiate for 
opening great markets for the sale of its prod- 
ucts in compensation for its open market to 
their saccharine. 

The same point was made by Mr. Cartwright 
in regard to lumber. The United States has 
levied an alternative duty on Canadian lum- 
ber. We say to them: If you levy an export 
duty on Canadian logs we will largely increase 
the duty, which is now $2 a thousand, on your 
sawed lumber. The Canadians accepted the 
proposition and removed their export tax on 
logs, so whatever advantage they may have 
was extorted from theg by the United States. 

In the midst of their jubilations Mr. Cart- 
wright asked them the pertinent question: If 
you are now getting half benefits under your 
present tariff policy why not get the whole 
benefit by unrestricted reciprocity? It is sig- 
nificant that there was no reply to Mr. Cart- 
wright’s pregnant question. 


RUNNING HORSES TO DEATH. 

The letter by Prof. Swing, indorsing the 
views expressed by Tun Tx1puns in regard to 
the cruelty of horse racing, undoubtedly 
voices the opinions of many thousands of our 
citizens, though they might not be able to 
state them in such felicitous language. He 
lays it down as axiomatic that no pleasure 
which involves the intense pain of an animal 
is worthy of any human pursuit, and then 
calls attention to the fact that the London 
Jockey club has adopted rules the object of 
which is to reduce the amount of suffering en- 
tailed on horses by racing them at the top of 
their speed. Those rules limit the length 
of race, making the distance shorter 
than formerly, and provide that 
in a certain kind of contest no 
horse that is less than four years old may be 
entered. The principle involved in this rule 
ought to be recognized by the racing associa- 
tions of the United States, and to a fuller ex- 
tent than by the London club. If they will 
not attend to the matter it should then be pro- 
vided by law that in running races the limit 
shall be half a mile for: three-year-olds, three- 
quarters of a mile for four-year-olds, and one 


mile for five-year ages, the latter being the 


point at which the horse has reached its ma- 

turity and is best capable of exerting itself in 

contests which call for speed and endurance. 
It is the height of inhumanity torace imma- 


ture animals atall. It is equally as reprebhen- 


sible as would be the foromg of boys of 15 
years of age to perform tasks and enter on 
contests fitted oniy for the muscies of a fully- 
grown man, It is cruel to subject the adult 
animal to tests and tasks which entail severe 
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in the community a chance to gratify their 
| pasmon for betting, and to sharps an oppor- 
] tanity to skin the greenhorns out of their dol- 
lars, while all share in the same kind of mor- 
bid excitement as that which raged in the 
breasts of the “ ladies and gentlemen ”’ of an- 


cient Rome who witmessed deadly fights be- 


tween gladiators in the arena, and occasion- 
ally the more exciting spectacle of a naked 
man being torn to pieces by a wild beast. The 
people Who bet. their money and other val- 
uables upon the outcome of those contests in 
the olden time were not more cruelly indiffer- 
ent to the sufferings of their fellow creatures 
than is the average spectator of a modern 
horse race, and they were not actuated by any 
baser motives. 

This abominable spectacle of half-grown 
horses pushed to the extreme of suffocation is 
watched almost daily within the city limits 
“during the season” by large numbers of 
people, principally for the opportunity afford- 
ed thereby for gambling and cheating. Much 
of the money staked on these contests is spent 
in the worst fornis of dissipation soon after- 
wards, the pool-room being in this respect 
literally one of the gates of hell. With one of 
the racing institutions there is no pretense of 
its being otherwise, the management bemg 
exclusively composed of gamblers and saloon- 
keepers, and the proceedings not seldom open 
to the suspicion of being merely skin games. 
Another association aims to throw a 
veil of respectability over the. affair, 
and endeavors to prevent bald cheat- 
ingin the conduct of the races. But it is 
directly responsible fora vast amount of 
cruelty to dumb animals, and not less to be 
blamed for encouraging the betting mania 
without being able to interpose a check upon 
its worst forms of development. In the latter 


the meetings is absolutely dependent upon 
the permission to gamble, and the aid of the 
State has been invoked to allow gambling in 
full blast during the races, while the law of 
the same State forbids it at other times and 
in other places. It is a pitiable affair, and ten 
times so because that very exception is seized 
upon by a worse element as an excuse for 
palpable, gross, and continuous violations of 
the law.

SCARCITY OF WATER. 

Commissioner Aldrich regretfully admits 
that the main water tunnels will not be ready 
for use until the middle of October or there- 
abouts. Neither will the north shore inlet 
tunnel, which was guaranteed to be ready 
about the first of July, be finished at that 
time. The people will have no relief this sum- 
mer, therefore, through the new intakes ana 
mains, though it will be badly needed. Mr. 
Aldrich and the present administration are 
not to blame forthe delay and disappoint- 
ment. They have been urging on the work to 
the utmost, which was allowed to lie for two 
years apparently to continue the big gang of 
useless taxeating inspectors, foremen, super- 
visors, overseers, and superintendents in their 
soft jobs. One result of this rascality is that 
the water fund is.depleted—that is, eaten up by 
sinecure partisan bummers—so that the work 
on the tunnels, if finished, could not be 
promptly paid for at present. This 
ought to have been foreseen last 
March, when the north shore inlet 
tunnel was undertaken without necessity 
and without investigation of the city's re- 
sources. THE UNE pointed out at the 
time that the job was dndertaken not so much 
to afford relief to the city as to provide a job 
for contractors and ward heelers. Thus has 
the magnificent water surplus fund, which 
under Mayor Roche reached the large 
sum of $180,000, been squandered. Occupants 
of second and third and higher stories have to 
haul water in pails, pans, tubs, eto., to make 
their morning ablutions. This condition of 
affairs is likely to be seriously aggravated 
next month unless measures are taken to en- 
force the ordinances against waste of water 
by lawn sprinklers, open faucets in bath- 
rooms, water closets, kitchen sinks, garden 
hose, and stable hose. Mr. Aldrich would do 
well to give specific ordérs as to water wastage 
and see them enforced ty aid of the police. 
Else he will have no end of trouble the next 
three months. 


“STUDYING” THE DRUNKARD. 

There is an association in England called the 
Society for the Study of Inebriety. For some 
years past its leading members have en- 
deavoréd to investigate drunkenness rather in 
its physiological than its moral aspects, and 
recently have moved for a reform in the legis- 
lation which affects those who commit other 
crimes as a consequenceof drinking to excess. 
At the annual meeting of April 7 last an able 
address was delivered by the President. It 
consisted chiefly of a statement of results of 
the study of recent cases in whica the appe- 
tite for strong drink was recognized by the 
courts as either a mental disease or attendant 
upon it. Most of these were what ordinary 
people would call murder cases, and in regard 
to one of them the speaker said: I am glad 
to add that the jury returned a verdict of ac- 
quittal.“ 

The speech by the President aud remarks 
by other members are reported in a pamphlet 
of thirty pages, which also contains an item- 
ized statement of expenditures for the year, 
the total exceeding $300. But there is no 
statement that a single drunkard was re- 
formed by any member of the society, that 
such reform was attempted, or that any steps 
have been taken towards checking the evil. 
It seems.to be taken for granted that people 
will drink to excess, that such excessive in- 
dulgence in strong drinks cannot be checked, 
and that the victim of the alcohol habit who 
commits murder or other crime should be 
treated as a more or less irresponsible being, 
who for that reason ought to be dealt with 
more leniently than criminals who are not 
drunkards. This view of the case may be a 
philosophical one, and perhaps is scientifically 
correct, but the methods of the society can- 
not be commended as philanthropic or even 
as tending to the welfare of the sober part of 
the community. No good end is to be gained 
by allowing a drunkard to think that an asso- 
ciation of well-meaning men and women will 
interest themselves in shielding him from the 
responsibility of his crimes. If the members 
of that society cannot rise to the dignity of 
trying to reform the drunkard, they should at 
least take the position thet he is to be held re- 
sponsible for his criminal acts and to be suf- 
ficiently punished for them, if not exactly in 
the same way as other criminals. i 

But why, does not this and other societies 

‘undertake the work of reforinmmg the drunk- 
ard, thus directly lessening the misery and 
crime they affect so much to deplore? The 
way to do so has been pointed out by U 
Keeley in this country, and no one fami 
with the facts can say the experiment has not 


deen a brilliant sucedss, It is demonstrated 


beyond doubt or quibble that the eraving for 
alcoholic or opium and other stimulants which 
has overpowered millions of good resolutions 
can be eradicated from the system by a proc- 
ess which is purely physical, and that it 
CCC eye ryghene: 
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zen instead of being a perpetual affliction to 

his family and a standing menace to the peace 

and good order of the community. Many 

hundreds of people in this part of the world 
have been thus reformed within the last few 
months, and the good work 1s still in progress. 
The English society ought to send out a com- 
mittee charged with the duty of studying in- 

-ebriety in the phase of ita cure, and reporting 
on the advisability of undertaking the novelty 
among the ale guzzlers and gin drinkers in the 
land of John Bull. Theninsome future an- 
nual report the society might be 
congratulated on having done a really 
good work, aiding practically in 
bringing about that higher moral level which 
must be occupied by a people as a condition 
of its becoming happier. The same liue of 
thought and action may be commended to the 
temperance societies in this country which are 


ards by methods which only avail in excep- 
tional cases. Why, for instance, cannot we 
have a course of the Keeley treatment insti- 
tuted in the National Temperance Hospital 
and the Washingtonian Home, both of this 
city? 


BUILDING BRIDGES AND VIADUCTS BY 
SPECIAL ASSESSMENT. 

The action of the Council Thursday night 
in repealing the ordinance making an agree- 
ment with the Northern Pacific road regard- 
ing the Fourteenth street and Taylor street 
viaducts has postponed, certainly for some 
time, the completion of those structures, 
Only the other day, however, there was an 
urgent demand for a bridge at Fourteenth 
street. A number of West-Siders held a meet- 
ing and appointed a committee to present the 
subject to the Council. Ten years or more 
ago an appropriation was made toward con- 
structing this bridge and it has been reappro- 
priated year after year since. Nothing else 
has been done, however, ard the street has 
not even been opened through to the water’s 
edge, because it would consume half a dozen 
or more such appropriations to build it. 

Even if an arrangement were to be made 
with the railroad company a croesing at Four- 
teenth street would be an inconvenient and 
expensive one, for the ordinance which was 
repealed provided only for the viaduct on the 
west bank. On the east side of the river 
there areso many tracks to cross that it would 
be impossible to carry the viaduct to Wabash 
avenue, &nd it would have to make a sharp 
bend to the north and unite with the Twelfth 
street viaduct. There would be a series of 
ugly curves and angles. 

These being the facts, it is out of the ques- 
tion to expect taxpayers from the Indiana 
State line to Evanston to contribute for the 
erection of this clumsy structure at Fourteenth 
street. If there are any property-owners who 
think that a bridge at that point will be of 
any value to them and their property they 
should pay for it themselves and not call on 
others to doit. They should resort to the 
special-assessment method to get what they 
want. 

This plan of making local improvements is 
receiving a broader application in Chicago 
than was the case formerly. Sewers are built 
in that way now and not by general taxation, 
and the time has come when the money used 
in the construction of bridges and viaducts 
must be paid by the property specially bene- 
fited, except where the cost is a legitimate 
charge against a railroad. 

If there were no bridges connecting the 
South and West Divisions the expense of put- 
ting up the first one should be defrayed by 
the property of the two divisions, all of which 
might be said to be benefited. But with each 
succeeding bridge the area of benefits is limit- 
ed. The South Branch can be crossed now by 
bridges at Twelfth and Eighteenth streets, A 
bridge at Fourteenth can give an additional 


will add nothing to the sale or rental of houses 
south of Sixteenth or north of Thirteenth. 
Therefore whatever it costs to build a bridge 
and approaches at Fourteenth street, over and 
above what the railroads may pay and what- 
ever has to be paid out for land damages, 
should be furnished by the property-owners 
who are interested and are to be benefited 
and not the taxpayers generally who wil! derive 
no benefit, and the Council should declare on 
the first suitable occasion that henceforth the 
special assessment principle will be applied to 
all bridges, tunnels, and similar works whose 
construction adds specially to the value of 
property within certain definite limits. 


Ap. CuLLERTON gives a plausible explana- 
tion of his vote on the Northern Pacific ordi- 
nance, He vuted for it and worked for it be- 
cause thereby he secured the construction of 
the much needed Ogden avenue viaduct in 
his ward without cost to the city, and because 
he thought he secured the completion of the 
Taylor street viaduct, in which his cgnstituents 
are interested, and made some progress 
towards the construction of a Fourteenth 
street viaduct, which he strongly favors and 
in which many of his constituents are inter- 
ested, At the same time Cullerton does not 
spare the prime mover of the warfare against 
him. He says that Ald, Cremer’s interest in 
the matter arises from the fact that he owns 
some property on Taylor street east of Fifth 
avenue. He wanted the Taylor street viaduct 
carried over Fifth avenue and beyond his own 
property. so as to injure it—anticipating 
large damages on account of such construc- 
tion. Cullerton holds that by keeping the 
viaduct west of Fifth avenue he has done 
good service to the city, saving the principal 
thoroughfare between the Southwest Side 
and the business district from being hog- 
backed and at its full width, although it cuts 
the virtuous Cremer out of his big antici- 
pated damages, as he will not then be dam- 
aged. 


Presipent Weraa of the Northern Pacific 
road seems to think that the smuggled ordi- 
nance of June 15 must stand, because the 
same night that it was passed ‘forty-one 
others were passed about widening streets, 
laying sidewalks, and sewers, and so forth, and 
not a one of them was published or read be- 
fore it was passed. If our ordinance is in- 
valid so is every one that was acted upon that 
night.“ 


ordinances that were passed without being 
read or published are special assessment or- 
dinances for street sewers, water, sidewalks, 
etc,, and the rules of the Council provide that 
they need not be read or published before 
passage. The same rule, however, provides 
that ordinances like the Northern Pacific one 
must be read and published. Here it is: , 

No order or resolution involving, directly or in- 
directly, the expenditure of money fromthe City 
Treasury and no ordinance (except such ordi- 
nances as are sent to the Council by the Depart- 
ment of Public Works relating to public improve- 
ments to be paid for by assessments) shall 
be finally passed by the Council until the same 
shall be published, and then only finally acted 
upon at a subsequent meeting. 

Now, the Northern Pacific ordinance does 
not relate to publie improvements to be paid 
for by special assessment. Therefore, under 
the rule of the Council, it must be published 
and then acted on at a subsequent meeting.

Tun Smoke Inspector has begun proceed- 
ings against nearly a score of tugs for viola- 


tions of the ordinance against smoke, and 


some of the owners have been fined. There 
are yet a good many which need the fatherly 
care of the official, and doubtless all will re- 
ceive it m due time. They have had warning 
enough, The plea that smoking tugs cannot 
be cured without the consumption of hard 
coal, which is too expensive, ia no longer en- 
titled to be considered valid, at least not 


while the tug-owners refuse to accept an offer- 


made to them several days ago, and of which 
they have taken no notice. A deposit of 
$15,000 was made as a guarantee of good faith 
on the part of a company which has offered 
to pay for the use of a tug and un- 
dertake all the other expense necessary 
to prove that smoking by tugs can be pre- 
vented, and in a cheap as well as effectual 
manner, The only condition attached to this 
offer is that if the claim be demonstrated the 
tug owners of the city shall adopt and use the 
apparatus for the future. This does not seem 
to be a hard requirement, so long as the 
offenders profess to be anxious’ for a suppres-. 
sion of the nuisance and are taking no steps 
towards removing it on any other plan than 
the one suggested. Possibly by the time that 
the Smoke Inspector has made the rounds of 
the more than a hundred tugs that now ply in 
our harbor, and has begun to visit some on 
the list for the second time, they will conclude 
it is better to yield the point than to persist in 
their contemptuous disregard alike of the city 
ordinance and the unanimous wishes of the 
hundreds of thousands of citizens who do not 
own stock in any of the tug companies.

HOUSE, BOSTON, IN JULY, 1854,

Its dinners on occasions like that referred to 
were admirable in style, variety, and excel- 
lence of service; and the distinction then 
well maintained by Mr.

UTTER FAILURE OF THE WOOL TARIFF. 


It Does Not Keep Out Foreign Wool and 
Cuts Down the Price of Domestic Fleeces, 

St. Paul Pioneer-Press (Rep.): One of the 
planks of the Ohio Republican platform is 
very curious when read in connection with the 
custom-house returns. It is as follows: 

We demand protection for the wool industry 
equal to that accorded to the most favored manu- 
facturer of wool, so that in due time American 
wool-growers will supply all wool of every kind 
required for consumption in the United States. 

Now the Republicans of Ohio have been de- 
manding protection 9 the wool 33 es 
a great many y every time the tari 
has been tinkered the demand has been met 
by the imposition of higher duties on foreign 
wools. The object of the McKinley bill was 
to protect the wool] industry [and advance the 

rice of fleeces}, and for this purpose still 
cor duties were levied upon foreign wools 
than ever before. But it has not worked well. 
Since these higher duties have been imposed 
[the price of wool has declined} and the im- 
portations of raw wool have immensely in- 
creased. During the last four months for 
which official returns have been made the im- 
portations, as compared with the correspond- 
ing months of last year under the old tariff, 
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in Gingham Prints, Tennis Flannels, etc.

To bring about or perfect what 
destiny has in store afew things are neces- 
sary. The principal requirement must be 
given by the Chicago and Northwestern rail- 
road company. The fort is easily accessible 
from the city at almost any hour, 
but the return is the one thing which 


charms. The most attractive feature of the 
fort will always be the dress parade. Under 
the present system of military regulations 
this must occur about sunset. Itis not likely 
that the parade will attract in winter. In the 
summer and fall the sun has a habit of sink- 
ing below the western horizon at an hour 
which conflicts with the time-table of the rail- 
road company so far as it relates to 
the station at the fort. To be 
more explicit, the last afternoon train 
at present leaving the fort station 
for the city pulls out at 5:52. That is before 
the hour for dress parade. There is no train 
to the city after that hour until 10:03.

on the authority of a military man who has 
been in every important garrison in this and 
every other country, Fort Sheridan’s quarters 
are the most complete and the finest in the 
world. In ‘this building which we are now 
considering there are porcelaiu-lined bath tubs 
for the privates, reading-rooms,exercise-rooms 
for physical training, iron bedsteads, and 
cabinets for the accoutrements and clothing. 
Cleanliness of person and of quarters is a 
thing which is made imperative.

The * code of manners is good for 
England. It emphasizes in some of its clauses 
the virtues and courtesies of ahigh civiliza- 
tion. But, like the simple principles of Chris- 
tianity, it is loaded with inconsistencies and 
tainted with quackery. The outward form of 
politeness is so often substituted for the in- 
ward grace. There is much good mixed up 
with its perverted uses, and many of its best 
laws are the unwritten rulesof honor and good 
faith. The conditions under which the code 
has been formed are different from the form 
and pressure of the times in America. They 
are part of our monarchical system. They 
come down to us from the days of feudalism ; 
they are influenced by questions of caste; 
they differentiate the classes; they be- 
long to the discipline of a society that 
maintains serious lines of precedence, that 
fixes the seat of guests at table, placing some 
above and some below the salt, as in the 
earliest days of hospitality. Out of all this 

sprung a modern code, with ali kinds of 
new sti ions tacked upon it by modern 
usages. To know what changes are, to 
have them fixed hard and fast in the memory, 
to practice them without making any technical 
mistakes, to be exact in every little detail, is 
the aim and ambition of many deserving per- 
sons. But the man who, not to the manner 
born, nevertheless haunts the outskirts of Van- 
ity Fair and pretends he is inside, and whose 
life is a pretense of being an upper-tenner 
when he is only a bit.of the lower strata, is a 
burlesque of manhood. 

Boston Seriousness. 

There is a settled air about Boston that re- 
minds one of Philadelphia, but neverof New 
York or Chicago. Boston men go to business 
leisurely, as they do in London. They do not 
hurry as they do in New York; they do not 
rush as they do in Chicago. They seem to 
feel reasonably sure that their offices are 
standing where they left them the previous 
day. ir elevators do not travel at express 
speed nor do their cars altogether monopolize 
the streets. Conductors of the electric and 
the horse cars do not govern themselves as if 
they had a prescriptive right to the road and 
a license to treat you as if it were a conde- 
scension on their part to permit you to ride, 
The Boston cars go at a moderate s ; the 
conductors say Les, sir,” and “No, sir,” 
and in many cases announce the various 
streets and stopping-places along the route, 
The policemen are civil and obliging. They 
do not swing their clubs with a threatening 
air, and the shopkeepers have something of 
the quiet, gentle manners of English shop- 
keepers in cathedral cities. 

If Boston is quieter and more orderly than 
Chicago and New York it is none the less busy 
in the work of local progress. The same 
spirit of extension and improvement that 
moves Chicago to construct lakeside drives 
and sends New York away up the Hudson in 
noble efforts of architecture obtains in Bos- 
ton. Do you know Commonwealth avenue? 
It is one of the most beautiful boulevards in 
the world, and it is in course of extension 
for five miles. There is not a suburb of the 
city that is not more or less in course of re- 
construction. On all sides superb houses 
and pretty homes line the roadways. 
Every * contains tempting of- 
fers of land which can pe bought on easy 
terms of payment, so that the family man 
having even a very moderate ircome can 
become the owner of his own house and 
home, In Chicago the journals contain 
scores of columns of such advertisements, and 
on one of the avenues in course of formation 
ther: are so many boards announcing plats 
for saie that it looks like a cemetery of real- 
estate agents. The aspect of nearly eve 
Eastern and Western city is one of great build- 
ing activity. Even Salem, dead as it seems, 
does not stand still. The prosperity of the ad- 
jacent little towns and seaside resorts is 
— * felt in this 12 first settle- 
ment o marvel that the 
architects who are designi the new houses 
for Boston and her suburbs have not repeated 
some of the picturesque homes of Salem. The 
beautiful simplicity of the best house on 
Chestnut avenue compared

But all the same New York and 
Chicago are proud of Boston—just sas proud 
as they ought to be. If Boston chose to re- 
tort upon Chmtago and New York in the mat- 
ter of accent and the slovenly pronunciation 
of the best words in the language the cities of 
the East and West would come off second 
best. The English language is spoken with 
more correctness, I believe, in Boston than in 
* other city of the Union. 
oday Boston is worthy of all that is greet 
and good in its history; it is fulfillmg all ite 
best promise in the past; and when the stran- 
rs who are —s to the World’s Fair go 
ome, having visi the great cities of the 
Union, Boston will hold a very high place in 
their estimation, and they will have discov- 
ered many good thi in Boston that do not 
exist elsewhere, reflective among 
them will find much in the present for 
curious comparison with the past. They will 
be surprised that a city which executed men 
and women for the fancied crime of witch- 
craft lavishes faith, money, and protection
